TORONTO, Oct. 20.—The next gov¬ 
ernment of the province of Ontario 
may be a coalition composed of Lib¬ 
erals, United Farmers and Labor. At 
the time of writing, one thing assured 
is that the Sir William Hearst gov¬ 
ernment has been swamped by the 
election of an oevrwhelming majority 
of various other parties, who may or 
may not combine to put the Conserv¬ 
atives in opposition in the next cab¬ 
inet. Forty-two candidates of the 
United Farmers of Ontario have been 
unofficially declared elected, twenty- 
eight Liberals and twenty-seven Con¬ 
servatives. There are also among the 
successful candidates eleven Labo 
candidates, one soldier, and ont Inde¬ 
pendent- Liberal. No party has m it¬ 
self a working majority.

Three municipali¬ 
ties were represented rnthe voting. 

A hospital is already in operation 
at Lloydminster, on the Saskatchewan 
side of the border, but under a work¬ 
ing arrangement by which the Al¬ 
berta town and district also share in 
the cost and benefits of the service. 
By the recent vote the Alberta con¬ 
stituency has been lurmed into a fully 
municipalized hospital district, and 
the Saskatchewan side of the dis¬ 
trict will adopt the same general pol¬ 
icy of taxation and hospital mainten¬ 
ance though under a different pro- 
vinvial law.

Appeals on behalf of the Victory 
Loan of 1919 have been made in gen¬ 
eral terms and not to any particular 
classes because it has Been felt that 
the important project mus be equally 
interesting to all classes of citizens 
in Canada. This conclusion has been 
justified by the success of previous 
loan campaigns. 

Particular credit must be given, 
however to the farmers of the domin¬ 
ion for the unselfish and generous re¬ 
appeals. There can be no doubt thuC 
the same spirit will charactei.w-e their 
answer to the present appeal. 

The farmers are the most conserva¬ 
tive business men of the country. 
Farming is the oldest profession in 
the world and the most staple.

The drama as factor in community life is one of great import¬ 
ance, and in rural districts is sadly lacking. The result 0 f this gap 
is not so easy to realize or define. To many of our readers, coming 
as they did from the cities and from older more established commun¬ 
ities, the earlier experiences of homesteading, coupled with the ever 
present dream of a grand, happy, healthy, and prosperous future, jn 
a setting of vast prairie and a near perfect climate, was itself a 
drama—the drama of life, full of hope and optimism. In those days 
the need of dramatic presentations was at its lowest point; fortunate¬ 
ly for all concerned that this was so, in view of the fact that drama 
could not be presented profitably at the large number of small rural 
points spread over the vast Western plains. Even at the present 
time., it is utterly impossible for dramatic companies of merit to visit 
the rural towns. As a matter of fact towns like Edmonton and Sas¬ 
katoon are this season experiencing the greatest difficulty in obtain¬ 
ing anything but ordinary talent. The shows presented in these 
cities to-day are not of the merit and charm that one would have 
expected—they are merely the best the various managers can obtain. 

How much more difficult is the commercialization of first-class 
drama presented at the smaller towns—commercially speaking it is 
impossible. Motion pictures have in a large number of places done 
great things in serving to partly satisfy the love for drama, as 
has also the Chatauqua activities. Chauvin has not been favored 
with a visit from the Chatauqua people, and is consequently the 
amount of the bonus ahead. The visits of moving pictures have 
been few and far between. So we have become quite accustomed 
to our lack of drama with its pleasure and education. 

Drama forms a large and necessary part in the upbringing of our 
children: the fairy story with it’s fantastic episodes portraying the 
ultimate victory of the good in human life; the most popular games 
are those which directly or indirectly aid the players to taste the joys 
of achivement through effort ; later in life the youth and maiden, by 
the force of their growing natures, begin to translate their earlier 
play-dramas into the action-dramas of their greater capacities 

Through all ages and stages of civiliztion the drama has been 
a potential factor in the presentation of ideals. From the dances of 
the savage depicting war, hunt, love and plenty, the drama has been 
used to upbuild every social, moral and religious ideal known to man 

With the advancement of the arts of writing and reading and 
pictorial arts, the drama has served in a larger degree as recreation 
and amusement, though not losing all its educative value. And too, 
like every other human activity it has its faults and evils. Thus we 
have had the Puritanical enmity to the stage. l'o-day, however, 
it is commonly recognized in the war-swept countries that the drama 
was of great value in maintaining the moral of the people. 

We are of the opinion that the local ladies and gentlemen, who 
give their time to the preparation and presentation of the drama, 
such as we witnessed in the new Oddfellow Hall last Thursday ai«£ 
the Veterans who will present drama Novembeber 11th are there!™ 
performing a distinct service to the community. We admit it ma> 
be termed a 'bunch of foolishness and folly' but as we are all only 
older children and need to play well to enable us to live and work 
well, these local players using their talents so freely, certainly de¬ 
serve our thanks. Not alone do they provide amusement for us 
but they are saving ourmoney from going away from the district, 
the proceeds of their entertainment does not profit them personally 
any more than the rest of us. The proceeds are going to the objects 
for which entertainments are given and result in permament im¬ 
provements in our district. 

Nor would we overlook the sterling value of our local band 
of musicians composing our ochestra. They are small in numbers,
